ST. PETERSBURG, April 26.— Am- 
erican superiority (?) over for- 
eign rivals again triumphs in 
the complete success which has 
crowned the visit of Charles M. 
Schwab to St. Petersburg. Mr. 
Schwab's negotiations with the Itus- 
sian admli'alty have resulted in the 
in'aclical conclusion of an arrange- 
nieiit tor the construction of a number 
of furniidablo line of battleshliis of a 
lyijc whicli will probably atarlle the 
world. Mr. Scliwab will leave St. I'e- 
tersburg tomorrow. The details of the 
construction of the vessels renialn to 
be worked out, but in addition lo those 
which will be built In the United 
States, it is cjulte likely that a yard 
will bo constructed at a Baltic port to 
be manned by Russian workmen, but 
under American engineering and me- 
chanical BupervlsorSi tt>e Russian ad- 
miralty being extremely anxious to 
utilize the rehabilitation of tiio navy 
for the encouragement ot tho ship- 
building industry at home In order to 
eventually render the country Indepen- 
dent of foreign yards. 

The admiralty has accepted Mr. 
Schwab's propositions strictly on their 
merits, he having convinced the au- 
thorities that he can produce for Rus- 
sia warships vastly superior to any- 
thing now afloat or at present project- 
ed by any other governinent. They will 
lie mon.stor IG, 000-ton vessels of enor- 
mous horse- power and n. peculiar type, 
combining the projectile resisting 
jiower of the battleship with the speed 
and wide r.adlua of action of cruisers. 
They will he delivered fully equipped 
as to arms and to ordnance. 

Will "Licl< All Creation" 
Tho remarkable advance In naval 
architecture and construction which 
these American -built ships will mark 
Is a well-Kuarded secret, but It Is be- 
lieved It will involve the use of nickel 
stool of greater tensile strength, which 
in m.'Lchlnery, boilers, frames, etc., will 
give greater power with decreased 
weight. Mr. Schwab guarantees to 
create vessels with 20 per cent, higher 
efficiency than any now existing. , It Is 
understood, however, that not all the 
ships will bo built by the Bethlehem 
company as the time' for delivery Is a 
factor, Russia desiring that the ships 
be turned over as early as jjossible. 
While the Bethlehem company will 
supply the armor and ordnance, other 
American yards, therefore, will profit 
In the construction ot hulls. This Is 
also In accordance with the wish of 
the admiralty, the Russian authorities, 
in placing such a large contract, hav- 
ing no desire to arouse hostility among 
the rival commercial Interests In Am- 
erica, the aim being not only to take 
ridvantage nf American genius In 
building up the Russian navy, hut dis- 
tinctly tn cultivate closer commercial 
rel.-iilona between the two countries. 

It is understood that no arrange- 
ments have'tts yet been concluded with 
French or German builders for the 
ships which will be constructed In 
those countries. 



^NO BETTING IN CHICAGO. 

State Attorney Draws the Line at 
Gambling on Races 

Chicago, April 20.— State's Attorney 
John J. llcaly has announced that ho 
will permit no bottiug on race tracks in 
Cooii county iu which CUicago is situat- 
ed, during his term of offloe. 

He has issued a signed statement in 
which lie declares that any attempt to 
operate hooks at the opening of the 
VVortli track, which is set for next Sat- 
urda.v, or any other track in this coun- 
ty, will be met with prosecution. 



LORD'S DAY OBSERVANCE. 

International Federation Appeals to 
Churches on Subject. 

Bociiester, N. Y., April 2G. — A bettor 
ohsorvance of the Sabbath and more 
rest for workingmon were the subjects 
of discussion at an executive conference 
of tho international federation of Sun- 
day rest association of America here to- 
day. A general appeal to tlie eliiirclies 
of the United States and Cainula is be- 
ing preiiared with regard to the obser- 
vance of tho Lord's Day, commencing 
April 30, and protest against the opening

The firemen worked heroically ;U1 
night, and It was due to their untiring 
efCortH that tho conllagratlon w.is kept 
confined tn tho two buildings. .The 
origin of the tire Is not known at 
liresent. The lire has not In any way 
Inlerruiiteil tin? workings of tho mine, 
the morning shift going in as usual n.t 
(i o'clock. Tho n-achliK^ shop, which 
was tilled with very valuable mncliln- 
ory, a lot of which w.aa recently in- 
stalled, will be a total loss.

A letter from Vllna says: "Work is 
Impossible under existing conditions. 
The government's endless commissions 
accomplished nothing and the land- 
lords, workmen nnd peasants are con- 
vinced th.at open revolt nnd the bayo- 
net are the only romcdies. R.aster iiiaj' 
witness Ihe Inauguration of another 
Insurrection like (hat of LSCI!, which 
b"gan, as this may, Willi a Russian 
niiissaci'o." 

Commenting on tho ,'ibovc, Ihe lUiss 
declares the government nnist act 
prornr>tly If .awful carnage Is to be 
avoid(;d.

A general scuf- 
Ilo ensued, during which the burghirs 
pounded Von Metsko on the liend with 
their revolvers. Despite Von Metske's 
weakened condition, he managed to put 
the burglars to liight. They took their 
wounded comrade with them, leaving 
liim nt the station, about four hundred 
yards distant from tho bank, whore ho 
died some hours later. Mr. Von Metske 
is in a precarious condition, but will re- 
cover. The top of his head was prac- 
tically beaten to a jelly, and lie shows 
wounds inflicted hy a blunt instrument. 
It is believed the burglars would have 
killed him had his shot not taken oftect 
upon one of their pnls. Finding their pal 
dead or dying they hurried off with him.

In Coal Mines 



For Days Flames Have Been 
at Work in Tunnel at 
Frank. 



Sometime Before Conflagration 
Can Be Extinguished and 
Work Proceed. 



1 frank, 15. C, April 20, — For day.s 
^ast a lire has bceu ragiug in tho coal 
mines here, but oniy during the last few 
lours has it assumed o. serious aspect. 
It is supposed to have started from an 
open miner's lamp a mile from the moutJ» 
of the tunnel, and, so far as can be as- 
certained, has extended -all over tho 
■work.s. An effort is being made to close 
tho air passages and thus smother the 
fire, but this is rendered difflcult by the 
smoke and heat, which are intense. 

Since the great disaster of two years 
ago immense sums of money have been 
£pent in rctimbering the mines, but this 
lias all gone up in smoke during tho last 
few days. All this work will need to lie 
done over again \Vhen tlie lire has been 
extinguished, but at pi;esent it looks as 
tliough tills would bo at same distant 
date. 

It is not known yet if any lives are 
do.st, but it is feared that some men have 
I)i'rislii>d in the llaiiies, which came very 
•unexpectedly from the liejrt of the mine, 
leaving bat little time for imprisoned 
miners to cseapo. 

It appears that the greatest dMn;;or 
Jies in tho as yet unsettled questiun as 
•to whether the fire worked its way up 
the chntes into the rooms of broken conl 
overhead. If that proves to be the case 
it will doubtless be some time before the 
fire can be entirely extinguished, but 
those in a position to know express the 
belief that the fire has not reached the 
"gob" and if tliis proves true it will 
anean nothing more serious than a re- 
timbering of the entry the distance 
burned. 

Worst Phase of Situation 
appears to be that the fire will necessi- 
tate the closing of the mine for some 
time, while retimbering is in progress, 

thus throwing the largo force of men out

THE REAL CULPRITS. 



, The Toronto Star speculates upon tho 
plight of Mr, Borden if the Laurier Gov- 
ernment should be beaten on the Auton- 
omy Bill. It discovers that he could not 
get a single Catholic to enter his Gov- 
ernment or any man who represents a 
constituency having a large percentage 
of Catholics. This is precisely tlie argu- 
ment set up by Hon. Mr. Fielding in his 
spwch on the suliject. That might, il 
true, be a practical view of tho case to 
take in support of the Governineiifs 
position — a sort of we-can't-lielp-our- 
selves policy — but it cannot bo consider- 
ed a logical argument in favor of intor- 
ferenco with provincial rights in the 
Northwest. The Montreal Gazette, 
which has taken a conservative and mid- 
dle course on the f.cliool (lucslion 
■throuLrhout, places the p(i?<itioii in a 
proper light when it states that: "There 
are no worse mischief makers in Canada 
than the men who, in hope of making 
party gain, in connection with the crea- 
tion of tlio new provinces in the West, 
say the Conservatives in Parliament nre 
stirring up race and religious prejudices. 
Their clinrires- are malicious and false. 
The amendment of Mr. Borden, which 
the majority of the Conservatives -Jre 
supporting, has for its object to leave 
to the people of Alberta ond Saskac- 
chowan the establishment and regulation 
cf tlieir own sr'hool systems. If 't 
■shoulil be adopted the new provinces 
wouhl begin on July 1 ne.xt with the 
system now existing and with just ns 
much prohability of its being continued 
as there will be if the Govei iinient's pro- 
posals are a'lopled. The Conservative 
amendment does not rai.se a (pieslion of 
separate schools, or of race or crec<l, but 
a question of what powers it is wise tn 
giv.e to the new provinci's. .Mi ii may 
differ from tho Government on this wlih- 
oiii being either bigots or intolcrnni-. 
The bigots and intolcrnnts, the stirrers 
up of strife, the fonienters of creed and 
racial dislihe. are the niirrow-viewcH 
mortals who are seeking to <d>senri' llie 
issue, to make it appear as something- 
that it is not, and in the process are lay- 
ing false charges against honorable op- 
ponents." 

BACK TO THE LAND. 

Nearly every writer on social eco- 
nomics for the past twenty-five years 
has dwell upon the great evils Inci- 
dent to. ,'111(1 the ]insslble dangers 
nrl.slng out of, the rush of the rural 
population to the great cities which 
become congested a.s a consequence. 
London, New Tork and Chicago are 
examples of this tendency. The poor 
of I,ondon, for Instance, are so numer- 
ou.s .-iiHl the opportunities for their 
employment so limited that their ex- 
istence constitutes one of the gravest 
social problems of tho day In Great 
Britain. There are said to bo a mil- 
lion persons In tho city of I^ondon con- 
Htuntly on tho verge of starvation, the 
majority of whom, so far aa our re- 
ligious and moral systems are con- 
cerned, may be described as modern 
pagiULS. Such conditions have brought 
into existence many agencies for their 
Iniprovemcnt. but all the efforts so far 
exerted appear to be In effect like 
drops of water In the ocean. Perhaps 



a life-long student uC the conditions 
which he la now endeavoring to re- 
lieve and Is In warm sympathy with 
the movement which the Salvation 
Army )ia.s in hand. 

At Oiiaw^a, cie.scrlbin;; the situation 
In England, ho said: "At the pt6Sent 
moment In Ehigland, J believe, we have 
but one-seventh of our population llv- 
Int on the Vand. In the United States, 
It tha hgures given me are correct, 
matters are very little better. And so 
It Is In othc'r countries — everywhere 
the land dwellers heap themselves in 
the cities. And what happens to them 
when they go there ? How many suc- 
ceed '.' Not one In five, I say. The 
rest of them, for the most part, get 
nothing. As sickness strikes a nAn 
when he arises from his bed his place 
Is gone. His children grow 111 through 
crowding together In narrow court and 
Insanitary rooms and become deci- 
mated by disease. Bad times come and 
the workmen are dismissed by the 
thousands from their employ. Gi-ay 
hairs, at any rate come at last, and 
Willi gray hairs the notice to <iuU; and 
6o they go down, and they go under 
and become part of that mass which 
Is known as the submerged tenth — 
though I Imagine there is a good dciil 
more ibiin a tenth. And there they 
m-e—miserles to themselves, useless to 
their country and a burden upon the 
town that has to support them."

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Now, that Is what Is going on In 
the great city. Let us look at l.ie 
other side of the iiueslioii. l^et us 
go to places like I'-ort Amity, where 
1 saw the colony of the Salvatiori 
Army. As your President told you, I 
am 'not at liberty to in any way fore- 
stall my report; but I can say this — 
that there 1 went to the schools, as 
1 did in other places, and saw the chil- 
dren The parents of these Fort Anitty 
children were taken from a great city, 
the citv of Chicago, where mostly they 
were working as day laborers.

•il-^o gentl.Tneii. li'iw many of these 
fares th<-si' hoiipv, conlented faces, 
would have been wauling but for tho 
change made In tho condition of these 
children."

Army colonies, made up of the poor 
of London.

Judgiug by the 
attendance there Is great interest being 
taken in the forthcoming celebration, 
and if the people of Victoria will con- 
tribute as liberally this year a« they 
have in the past, there is no anestion but 
the celebration will again prove a sreat 
success. Aid. Goodacre and William 
Moresby made « call on some of the 
business houses yesterday and were able 
to jrive a very Rratifying report. 

The meeting last night was calle<l to 
order by Aid. Gooducro, who on inking 
the chair informed the meeting that he 
had expected .Mayor Barnard to be pres- 
ejit, hilt owing to another engagement 
he hud fouiui it impossible, but be had 
Bpokeii to Aid. Gooilacre, luid he thought 
the programme to b<j presented at the 
■meeting a very good one, the only ob- 
jection beiog, he thought, that the regat- 
ta should be held up the Gorge as usual. 

The secretary read the report of the 
executive committee which was respon- 
sible for the calling of the meeting. The 
report was tabled for discussion. The 
first subject taken up was the military 
parade. Secretary Moresby informed 
the meeting that arrangements had been 
made with the C. P. R. to bring the 
Mainland regiments down for a return 



fari" of ^1 per man. This was Terj 
lilcasing news to nil present. It was do 
eided that the military parade should bo 
held on Wednesday, May 24, from «. 
m. till noon. 

The horse and automobile parade was 
next discussed. It was pointed out by 
Dr. Carter and Aid. Fell that It would 
be next to iniposfiihic to hold the parade 
on aii.v other day than the 2-!th, becnuse 
the l)n.siness men owning horses would 
not liave time to d''corate llieir wagoim 
after working for linlf a day and they 
wouhi have to go in the jiarnde. It was 
then derided that the parade should ho 
held in on the afternoou of the 2-lth at 
1 o'clock. It was also decided to hold 
the water carr.ivnl on the evening of the 
24th on the harbor, beginning at 8 
o'clock.

It was also 
poiiitpd out that SL'vori\l subscribers wl 
liad in jirevions vcars only donated 
small amouu':. had promised to double 
tlicir subscription if the regatta was held 
on the harbor.

quotations hud been carried while the hold- 
dugs were tied up In the .Northern Se- 
curities Company. 

This apprehension was kept alive by ihe 
Tloleut declhu-s lu iiuotatlous lor these 
BloeUs, bni there wn^ an auukeiiiin; tuday 
to the fact thut offerings on wliJi.-li ihcse 
declines had been made almost purely nom- 
inal. A rumor w.is sei ulloal that an 
agreement had been readied as to the dls- 
jkihIUou to be made of Northern I'aclUe. 
It was added In addition that Uie eoutrol- 
•ling intercut la Union I'aclllr had averti'd 
a danger which menaced them of losing 
control pf their property. There was a 
coaidderabls outstuadlng short interest 
which was alarmed by these dovelopmcntJi.
